Armed W atchers 
The government also has organ­ 
ized a m ilitia whose duty at the 
polls will be similar to those of the 
poll-watchers put out by .some poli­ 
tic?,! m achines in the United States. 
The Polish watchers, however, have j 
some considerable advantages. They 
are armed, m ilitarily trained, and 
openly represent the government. 
In the face of all this with which 
we have become fam iliar through 
watching eastern European elections 
since the war. the Polish peasant 
party has decided not to boycott 
the election, preferring to make the 
best showing possible.
